Recalled’ 


When the Blue Funnel liner Tyn- 
darcus was 150 miles from Hong- 
kong in tho carly hours of August 
2, its compradore, Tse Tong, was 
found seriously injured ond later 
died. The assistant compradore, 
Mah Hung, was discovered lying 
dead on a camp bed. 


There was 2 sequel yesterday 
when Mr. J, Whyatt, Crown Coun- 
sel, started committal proceedings, 
before Mr. K. M. A. Barnett at the 
Kowloon Magistracy, ogainst Chan 
‘Ki, 24,0 scaman ofthe .Tyndarcus, 
who was charged with the murder 
of Tse. .He was originally charged 
with the murder of Mah’ also, but 
Mr. Whyatt umended the charge yes- 
terday. 


The defendant was represented by. 
Mr. C. A. Sutherton Russ, and In- 
spector C. Rozeskwy was:present for 
the Police, 


Many Chinese were in Court as 
spectators and they remained — untll 
Mr. Whyatt's opening was .complet- 
cil when Mr. Barnett requested the 
public, . with the exception of the 
Press, to leave the Court. 


Outlining the cuse, Mr, Whyatt| 
sald that the defendant was accused 
of the murder of Tse, and that it 
wis alleged by the Crown that on 
August 2, in the carly hours of the 
morming, «and during the middle 
watch, the defendant killed Tse by 
atriklng him with some sharp instru- 
ment. Tse was the comprndore, and 
the defendant was. a seaman on 
bourd the steamer which was on the 


‘high seas at the time of the wleg- 


ed crime, 


The evidence in the case agninst 
the defendant, went on Mr. Whyatt, 
was entirely circumstantial, and in 
spite of thorough tnvestigations the 
pollce were unable to discover any 
motive for the murder. However, 
immedintely after the murder, the 
defendant was seen’ running away 
from the scene of the erlme and his 
subsequent conduct and statements 
were such as to lead to the con- 
clusion that he was guilly of the 
offence, 


The Tyndarcus was of 11,361 tons, 
belonged to Messrs. Holt and Come 
pany und was registered In Liver- 
pool, The crew consisted of 103 
men of whom 15 were European 
and the rest Chinese. Although the 
ship was primarily a cargo vessel, 
she had o passenger's certificate and 
was Neensed to carry passengers, 
Tse catered for the steerage passen- 
fers with the ussistance of a staff of 
six men. :

On “May 19, continued Mr. Whyatt, 
the Tyndarcus left Hongkong on her 
outward .voyage for the west coast 
of America and during the voyage 
everything seemed satisfactory on 
board her.

It is perfeetly true that in the 
past decade there have been, all 
too frequent cries of ‘Wolf!” 
and that the British public, 
particularly, may have come io 
take them almost as a matter of 
course. “Newspaper talk,” is 
so often the label pinned to the 
sensational storics of disturbing 
and sometimes frightening poli- 
tical events, in the mind. of the 
reader of despatches from the 
capitals of the world. But that 
ig neither just nor sensible. 
Opinions of trained observers 
and statements’ from responsible 
spokesmen are not conceived or 
issued for the benefit of news- 
papers, but for the enlighten- 
ment of the general -public. 
Headlines -merely . call .attention 
to them. In the last forty-eight 
hours developments in the Euro- 
pean arena have come so swiftly 
and so confusingly that it has 
been- difficult to sort them. out 
and, removing them from their 
rhetorical embellishments, to 
examine them in .a_ revealing 
light. What do we find? Gér- 
many has mobilised a mighty 
war machine for what she 
chooses to call manoeuvres, 
which will extend, incidentally, 
over a period of. months; 
her press is campaigning 
very energetisally,. to arouse 
sympathy for the cause of 
the Sudeten Germans; the 
Sudetens themselves are refus- 
ing to consider any compromise 
in their quarrel with the Czecho- 
Slovakians: hence, suspicion and 
distrust .among those peoples 
who have reason either to fear 
‘Germany’s motives, her expan- 
sion into the Danubian basin, or 
her infringement of the rights 
of free peoples. On the other 
side, so to speak, France 
has quictly moved troops to 
the frontier for manoeuvres; 
the Czechs have unquestion- 
ably hastened the strengthening 
of their defences; Great Britain 
is believed to have taken certain 
precautionary measures, prob- 
ably in the form of gearing up.

HONGKONG 
CYCLING 
_ FEATS 


Two excellent performances by 
R. H, McDowell featured the Hong- 
kong Cycling Club's activities during 
the past week. On August 23, he 
returned 1 hr. 18 mins. 9 secs, for 25 
miles, and on August 28 clocked 3 
hrs, 22 mins. 52 secs. over the arduous 
Shataukole and baclc route. 

McDowell rode.a.70 gear through- 
out the “25” but towarda the end 
‘showed that the heat was troubling 
him o little. . His intermedinte times 
were: 5 miles, 15.27; 10 miles, 30.22; 
15 miles, 46.10; and 20 miles, 1.1.45, 
Thus his last five miles occupied 16.24 
to average 18,202 m.p.h, ogalnst an 
average for the’ whole distance of 
19.193. McDowell’s time at 10 miles 
is the fastest he has yet recorded for 
that distance Jn this season. 

For his second attempt on Sunday 
to establish the new Shatoukok and 
back record McDowell used gears of 
66", 70" and 85". On his last attempt 
over an hour was taken fn which to 
reach Taipo (16 miles) but on this 
occasion he covered 17% miles.in the 
first hour, and reached Fanling in 
1.8.30 (20.2 miles), The half-way 
point at the border town (26.8) was 
gained in 1,30.10, but.in turning on 
the drying surface the rider skidded 
and fell, fortunately suffering only a 
few minor scratches, but losing 
almost a minute. The 6.6 miles back 
to Fanling (33.4) were covered in 22 
mins, 5 secs, and the causeway bridge 
after Taipo was reached when 2.10.30 
had elapsed (38.4). 

Forced to Dismount 

From this point McDowell slowed 
somewhat, due in main to the In- 
creasing heat combined with two 
stiff hill climbs to be made. On both 
hills the rider was forced to dis- 
mount, but the last 15.2 miles were 
nevertheless cavered in 1.12.32 to 
bring him back to the timekeeper 
3 hrs, 22 mins. 52 secs. after he had 
been despatched. The ride was 
observed throughout by Messrs. 
H. A. G. Keates and S, Yun, whilst a 
surprising feature of the trlal was the 
almost perfect feeding ond marshal- 
ling arrangements. The former was 
carried out at 17% miles and at Sha- 
taukok, whilst marshals were posted 
at Fanling, Taipo and Chan Hak. 
McDowell wishes to express his ap- 
preciation to those who performed 
these duties, especially -in view of 
the inclement weather in which they 
had to turn out, 

Next week's run will commence 
from the Alhambra as usual (Sunday 
10 a.m.) the destination being Lok- 
machou. z

Germany-Italy-Japan 
Youth Contests 


Tokyo, .Aug. 30. 

Reflecting the ties binding Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan on the 
strength of the ant!-Comintern pact, 
a novel form of international sports 
contests will annually be held among 
the youthful cltizens pf Berlin, Rome 
and Tokyo. ' 

Elaborate plans have been designed 
by the German sports authoritics 
and have been” endorsed by the 
Japanese and Italian authorities, to 
be put into practice with the begin- 
ning of this fall.- 

According to the plans, young men 
under the age of 18 in cach capital 
will hold separate mects of athictic 
und swimming events in Berlin, 
Rome and Tokyo in accordance with 
fixed rules.. 

A joint.commitice appointed Jn the 
capital of the Power which-js spon- 
soring the cvents will collect the 
records from the three cities and 
determine the winner. 

Events in October . 

This year, cach country is inviled 
to hold the meets by October 15, the 
events including 100-metre, 400- 
metre and 800-metre runs, running 
broad jump, running high jump, 
pole-jump, hop-step-jump, discus- 
throwing, shot put.and javelin- 
throw. The aquatic events will in- 
clude 100-metre and 400-metre free 
styles, 200-metre breast stroke, 100- 
metre bick stroke and 300-metre 
medley relay. 

On December 15, a committee con~ 
sisting of German sports officials, the 
Japanese and" Itatian “Ambassadors in 
Berlin, will meet in Berlin to 
determine the winner city os well as 
indlvidual winners. . 

The winning city will be awarded 
the prize presented by Reichsfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler, while the first three 
winners of cach event will be given 
honorary certificates signed by the 
Mayor of Tokyo and by the 
Presidents of the Boy Scouts of 
Germany and Italy.

FIRST BALLOON THIS MONTH 


It is hoped the first balloon will be 
released in Singapore before the end 
of next month. Daily reléascs will 
not follow until some time later, A 
daily release is estimated ‘at present 
to cost £2,500 a ycar, but rescarch 
and development proceeding _in all 
parts of the world are likely to ap- 
precinbly reduce this figure.

FORMER DEVICE 


Many observatories in different 
Including Batu- 
via, for a long time have used a de- 
vice attached to a balloon basket 
which records on. paper particulars 
nf upper atmosphere pressure, tem- 
and humidity. 

The balloon, which has been 
known to obtain readings from as 
much as 29 miles above the earth, 
comes down. eventually and is 
sometimes returned to. the obser- 
yatory within two days, but often 
not for wecks. This time factor 
naturally Mmits the research valuc 
of the data secured and makes it 
uscless for a daily weather ser-. 
vice. 

Such a system, apart from its ob- 
vious llmitations, would be imprac- 
tlenable in Malaya because the pre- 
valling easterly wind experienced in 
both this country and Java would 
carry the balloons over the sea here, 
while In Java there {s a fair chance 
of their descending on land. Another 
point is that Java js thickly popu- 
lated and Malaya Is not. 

And metcorologists are. realising 
more and more. the importance of 
having upper alr data immediately. 


DEVELOPED IN FINLAND 


Several devices have been pro- 
duced for automatically broudecast- 
ing from great heights the readings 
of instruments in a balicon. Singa- 
pore . meteorologists are experl- 
menting with an outfit developed 
In Finland. - . 

It consists essentially of a, wave- 
measuring receiver on the ground 
and in the balloon a midget trans- 
mitter the (vavelength of which 
varies according to changes in at- 
mospheric pressure, temperature and 
humidity. 

To make possible continuous series 
brondcasts, in order, of the three 
readings, a constantly rotating device 
is essentin}, As clockwork Is In- 
operatlve in stratosphere tempcra- 
tures, which are us low as—190 
Centigrade, an adnptation of the or- 
dinary windvane has been devised,

Trophy For. 


ITH his century, scored in 57 
minutes, agalnst the Australlan 
cricket tourists, H. T. Bartlett, the 
former Cambridge captain now play- 
ing for Sussex, is almost certain of 
winnlng the Lawrence Trophy, pre- 
sented in 1934 by Sir Walter 
Lawrence for the quickest. hundred 
of the season. In the first-- year, 
Frank Woolley won it with a cen- 
tury for Kent against Northampton- 
shire Jn 63 minutes; in 1035, it was 
won by Harold Gimblctt, who scored 
his hundred for Somerset ogainst 
Essex at Frome, also in 63 minutes; 
in 1936, Leslic Ames had the quick- 
est hundred playing for an England 
eleven against India at Folkestone in 
68 minutes; and last year, Joe Hard- 
staff, of Notts, had the fastest cen- 
tury of all when he renched three 
figures ot Canterbury against Kent 
In Si minutes. Bartlett's _ time, 
therefore, is the second fastest since 
the trophy was put up for compcti- 
tion. Two months ago, Don Brad- 
man, the Australian captain, scored 
a hundred in 73 minutes; but re- 
cently E, R, T. Holmes, the Surrey 
captain, beat him by eight minutes, 
taking only 65 minutés for his cen- 
tury against Sussex. During the 
Present seuson, however, a school- 
boy, R. B. Proud, captain of Win- 
chester College, scored the fastest 
century recorded this summer when
